The new motor fire engine was given 
an official test yesterday on the banks 
of the canal in the presence of City 
officials. 
W. E Gardner, chairman of 
the Public Works committee of the 
council represented the council, Frank 
Talbott city purchasing agent was also 
present also City Engineer R. K. Hn- 
ville Prior to the actual test the spec- 
ifications had been gone over and the 
machine was found to measure up to 
the contract agreement. 
Three lines of hose were attached 
to the engine the intake being trom the 
water of the 
canal- -The powerful 
motor sent three streams a consider- 
able height where they were caught by 
the wind and converted into spray. 
The engine was once 'let out' to Its full 
pumping capacity and Instruments de- 
signed to register the output of water 
showed slightly more than a thousand 
gallons a minute. The test showed that 
he engine could handle three streams 
and send them high enough to reach 
the top floor of any building in Dan- 
ville excepting the Masonic Temple, 
which Is flr* proof and which, is hardly 
ikely to require such major fire ser- 
vice. The performance of the engine 
appeared to be satisfactory to the city 
officials who doubtless will order It 
placed in service at the Patton street 
stattlon tomorrow.

Senator Colt Is a former Judge, and it 
is expected that he will b« scrupulous 
in protect^ig the courts from the re- 
putation of being represented by un- 
worthy attaches. 


The record of the Federal court for 


the eastern district of South Carolina 
shows that Tolbert was indicted' on 
nine different counts for taking mon- 
ey from the post-office at Ninety Six 
during his term as postmaster there.

Af- 
ter a trial before Judge Bradley, Tol- 
bert was found gjilty and fined $50. 


As an additional ground for the re- 


pection of Tolbert's nomination it is 
alleged that he has been peddling Fed 
eral patronage in South Carolina. Be- 
sid'-s being Republican National Com- 
mitteeman for South 
Carolina, Tol- 


bert is a "referee" in the distribution 
of Federal appointments made by the 
Harding administration. It is charged 
taht Tolbert has been collecting fees 
of from 5200 to J600 from applicants 
for Federal Jobs. 


At least one witness Is expected to 


testify befwre the committee that Tol- 
bert had a plan for creating competi- 
tion for Federal appointments so that 
he could increase the amount of his 
fees. One man wrote in a letter, now 
in the committee's possession, that his 
Tolbert would promise, on payment of 
a given sum of money, to use his in- 
fluence in obtaining a Federal appoint 
ment for one applicant, and then tell 
another candidate for the same posi- 
tion that he had a rival. When the lat- 
ter would agree to pay $50 or $100 
more than applicant No 1, Tolbert 
would back him for the job, it la al- 
leged.
